Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  August  vas  estimated  at 
75,755,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Eoard  reports.  This  vas ' fractionally  less 
than  in  August  1961,  but  4 percent  larger  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month. 
From  July  to  August  this  year,  output  gained  2 percent,  compared  vith  5 percent  at 
this  time  last  year.  The  average  seasonal  change  in  the  1956-60  period  vas  a de- 
crease of  2 percent.  Temperatures  in  August  averaged  belov  normal- in  an  area  in- 
cluding, most  of  the  northern  half  of  the  country  and  extending  southward  to  take  in 
sections  of  Georgia,  vestern  Kentucky  and  southeastern  Missouri,  most  of  Kansas  and 
northeastern  Oklahoma,  and  east  central  California. 

Compared  vith  August  I96I,  changes  by  regions  vere  mixed.  Production  vas  3 
percent  less  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.  Differences  vere  only  fractional  in  the 
East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Mountain.  Increases  of  2 percent  occurred  in  both 
the  Uest  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  Regions.  Production  vas  1 percent 
more  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  3 percent  larger  in  the  Pacific.  In  the 
three  leading  states,  output  vas  up  1 percent  in  ITev  York  and  4.  percent  in  Califor- 
nia, but  vas  dovn  8 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Decreases  7 /ere  shovn  also  in  Nev 
Jersey,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  the  Dakotas,  District  of  Columbia,  Virginia,  Tennessee, 
Washington,  Oregon,  and  some  lesser-producing  states.  . . 

Compared  vith  the  1956-60  average  for  August,  production  vas  about  the  same  in 
the  South  Central  States.  Increases  in  the  remaining  regions  varied  from  2 percent 
in  the  North  Atlantic  to  12  percent  in  the  Pacific . Production  vas  3 percent  more 
in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Uest  North  Central.  Output  7/as  9 
percent  larger  in  the'  South  Atlantic  States  and  11  percent  greater  in  -the-  Mountain. 
Production  vas  up  8 percent  in  Ilev  York  and  13  percent  in  California,  but*  7/as  do7/n 
4 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Other  important -producing  states  shoving  decreases  vere 
Nev  Jersey,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Iova,  Kansas,  Uest  Virginia,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  and 
Louisiana.

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ICE  Mine  PRODUCTION 
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Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  in  August  was  estimated  at 
23,410,000  gallons,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  8 percent 
larger  than  in  August  1961  and  47  percent  greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the 
month.  The  January -August  total  output  was  12  percent  more  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  in  I96I  and  bj  percent  larger  than  the  1956-60  average  for  these  months. 
Production  advanced  1 percent  between  July  and  August,  compared  with  2 percent  at 
this  time  a year  earlier.  In  the  1956-60  period,  the  average  seasonal  change  was 
a 3-percent  decrease. 

Compared  with  August  1961,  production  decreased  moderately  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic states,  but  gained  in  all  the  remaining  regions.  Output  increased  from  July  in 
all  regions  except  the  South  Central.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  August,  estimated  at  4,920,000 
gallons,  was  3 percent  below  that  of  August  1961  and  was  fractionally  smaller  than 
the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  in  the  first  eight  months  of  this 
year  was  4 percent  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year  and  1 percent 
smaller  than  the  5-year  average  for  these  months. 

Sherbet  manufacture  declined  1 percent  between  July  and  August,  compared  with 
1 percent  also  a year  earlier,  and  an  average  of  12  percent  between  these  months  in 
the  I956-60  period.  Production  decreased  from  July  in  all  regions  except  the  South 
Central  and  the  Pacific.  Compared  with  August  1961,  output  was  smaller  in  the  North 
Atlantic  Region,  the  East  North  Central,'  and  the  Pacific,  while  it  was  larger  in 
the  remaining  regions .

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkfat  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  5,825,000  gallons  in  August. 

This  was  7 percent  larger  than  in  August  1961  and  31  percent  greater  than  the  1956- 
60  average  for'  the  month.  . The  January-August  total  this  year  was  up  4 percent  from 
the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  29  percent  from  the  5 -year  average. 

Compared  with  August  1961,  Mellorine  production  was  less  in  Missouri,  Illinois, 
Alabama,  and  South  Carolina.  Output  was  unchanged  in  Montana.  All  other  important- 
producing  states  showed  increases. 

Mellorine  production  advanced  2 percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  com- 
pared with  1 percent  between  these  months  last  year.  Production  declined  3 percent 
on  the  average  at  this  time  in  the  1956-60  period.

Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  in  August  totaled  4, 660,000 
gallons  : 3 percent  less  than  in  August  1961,  but  11  percent  more  than  the  1956-60 
average  for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year  was  off  2 per- 
cent from  that  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1961,  but  was  up  4 percent  from  the 
1956-60  average . 

Production  declined  13  percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compared  with 
15  percent  a year  earlier  and  20  percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  5 -year 
period.
